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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Although most of the calls received were trivial, the 
potential is always there for a disastrous conflagration or 
situation. 

37% of the 71 calls had no connection with actual fire. 
These ranged from drownings and lost persons to pumping 
out and filling wells. Assisting neighboring departments 
accounted for 9% of the calls with men and equipment 
going to Bow, Canterbury, Chichester, Gilmanton, Pena- 
cook, and Pittsfield. ‘The remaining 38 calls were for 12 in 
buildings, 11 chimneys, 14 brush and ] automobile. Five 
times we needed, asked for, and received assistance from 
other departments. 

The new combination pumper, authorized at the last 
Town Meeting, arrived and passed the Underwriters’ tests 
for a class A pumper. It was necessary to install a larger 
door in the station. The new kitchen was completed in 
time for our annual fall supper and must be seen to be 
appreciated. ‘The Ladies Auxiliary deserve a great deal of 
credit for making this project possible. They also bought 
both the siren and red warning light for the new ap- 
paratus. 

The members, with their own funds, purchased two gaso- 
line fired cooking ranges through civilian defense. ‘They 
are easily portable making it possible for hot food to be 
prepared and served anywhere. The large cooking utensils 
are of heavy cast aluminum worth many times the cost of 
procurement. ‘The engine in our No. 2 pumper became 
inoperative and was replaced with a rebuilt motor. This 
should make it serviceable for many more years. After ten 
years the second hand batteries in the fire alarm system 
finally gave out. Fortunately I had heard of some excellent 
ones available in Northampton, Mass., and now have them 
in operation at a saving of about 83%. 

To those who have not had the opportunity of seeing 
and understanding the Fire Department we extend an in- 
vitation to inspect at any time.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


I wish to thank everyone for their efforts in reducing the 
losses caused by forest fires. The records show that prac- 
tically all forest fires are avoidable. If each of us would be 
alert and extremely careful this unnecessary loss would 
constantly continue a downward trend. 

The Town Dump has already proved its worth and the 
excellent care given it by Mr. Richardson should be com- 
mended. » 

Commendation is also due the members of the fire de- 
partment as it has been their practice to make no charge 
for fighting brush fires if the time out is less than an hour. 
This means that the cost of extinguishment and certainly 
the loss of valuable property can be minimized by prompt 
reporting of any fire. Don’t try to control it yourself and 
report it only when beyond your efforts — CALL THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT FIRST and then fight it.

YOU CAN HELP PREVENT FOREST FIRES 


Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hampshire 
are caused from careless debris burning — brush, paper, 
leaves, grass, etc. Most of them are started without the re- 
quired permit from the local forest fire warden. The cost 
of extinguishing these fires annually runs into large sums 
of money. 

According to law, responsible parties must pay the cost 
of putting them out. In addition, violators may be subject 
to court prosecution with fines running as high as ($200) 
two-hundred dollars. | 

In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate burn- 
ing at home? Use your town dump. It has been set up for 
your personal convenience. It provides a suitable place for 
the disposal of dangerous inflammable waste material and 
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other useless items which accumulate around the home and 
local stores; brush, etc. cut on your property. Eliminate the 
hazard of burning yourself. It will be easier for you — per- 
sonally and financially. 


If, however, you do burn on your premises: 


1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden — 
the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. Don’t 
leave it. 


3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving 
it. 


Save yourself much possible difficulty. Use your town 
dump.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


Reorganization of the complete local system was com- 
pleted to follow the directives along, the lines designated 
by the new State Survival Plan. Several new unit leaders 
were necessary and those accepting these posts are greatly 
appreciated. 

During the year a course in radiological defense was 
taken by approximately thirty people. Mr. Andy Jagemann 
was appointed Radef Officer with two teams set up in 
under him, one on the Ridge, the other in the village area. 
Each team has the necessary equipment for the detection 
and measuring of radioactive fallout and local contamina- 
tion. These teams are meeting every other month to re- 
ceive further information and instruction as it becomes 
available as well as to keep familiar with the procedures 
and equipment. 

A 5 KW 115 volt generator was secured from surplus 
properties. If needed it can be set up in any location 
though primarily it will give standby service at the fire 
station which is also civilian defense headquarters. 

We are trying to make this organization completely un- 
derstood so that in the event of anything occurring which 
necessitated its activation the operations would function 
smoothly and efficiently.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Loudon: 


This year has been a period of great awakening by pub- 
lic citizens at large throughout our country. Increasingly 
the people are becoming active in matters pertaining to 
education. School buildings are being constructed; taxes 
for schools are rising; controversies are becoming more 
and more serious; local, state, and national government are 
now responding more and more to clamors of the people 
who are beginning to make themselves heard. More is be- 
ing written and spoken about the serious problems of edu- 
cation today than at any time in our lifetime. Out of this 
maelstrom of controversy and refining fire will come some 
hard, basic fundamental truths about education, truths 
which we as a people need to be aware of. 

Each community must act on these educational issues. 
There is no way to avoid this responsibility, because the 
American people believe in education and know it to be 
one of their greatest assets. And there is hope in the hearts 
of us who so strongly advocate good schools for our chil- 
dren. 

The New Hampshire General Court is now in session. 
On its agenda are numerous bills pertaining to education. 
It is the solemn duty of our citizens in every community 
in our state to know what these bills mean. What effects 
will be produced by their passage into law? What is the 
underlying intent of these proposed laws? Do any of these 
proposed changes drastically modify our thinking and our 
philosophy about public and private education? Surely the 
people should know!’ 

Now many lay people have little time to attend legisla- 
tive hearings that are held in Concord. This places all the 
more responsibility upon school boards and school officials. 
Our State Board of Education each week alerts its super- 
intendents about proposed legislation that will have im- 
pact upon our schools and our present system of public 
education. ‘Thus it is possible to know in advance when 
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such hearings are to be held. ‘The State School Boards As- 
sociation also is active on matters of this nature. Local 
school boards are notified either by superintendents or 
state school boards of the time and place of such hearings. 
I cannot emphasize too much the need for local school 
boards to pay attention to these notices and to plan to 
attend these hearings. Failure to do so may later cause 
regrets. 

Not all legislation is good. Every proposed law should 
be examined for its intent and purpose, and be analyzed 
in advance of its passage to make sure that it does not ad- 
versely affect our system of free public education. 

I hope that our local people will maintain their con- 
tinuing interest in their schools, and will carry on during 
these crucial times; to the end that our schools may become 
stronger, and our system of public education may serve 
even better to meet the needs of our youth.

What it Does:

It protects your property and your living pleasure. 
Without some kind of protective ordinance, the land 
next to you can be put to any use and cause you great 
loss on your home investment. It guarantees to pro- 
spective property investors the same protection. 

It protects you from damage caused by establishment of 
a noisy, noxious or dangerous business next to you. 

It protects life and health and it reduces fire danger by 
providing that new dwellings conform to minimum 
building and sanitary requirements. 

It does permit the establishment of industry and busi- 
ness in the town. 

By protecting property it encourages ga to come to 
Loudon and build good homes. 

By encouraging good new homes, that increase the tax- 
able property in town, it will reduce the share of town 
expenses that you have to pay in taxes. 

It provides for orderly development of lake frontages 
for summer residents which will decrease the tax bur- 
den on all property owners. 


What it Does Not Do:

It does not apply to present buildings or uses. 

No permit is required for buildings not used for dwell- 
ing purposes and cose less than one thousand dollars 
($1000.00.) 

It does not prevent a man from building his own house 
or living in it during construction. 

It will not work a hardship on anyone. The Board of 
Adjustment has authority to make any reasonable ad- 
justment. 

It does not prohibit the establishment or continuance 
of home industry, such as road-side stands, home-craft 
shops, beauty-parlors, professional offices, etc. 

Finally the ordinance can be amended or changed by 
vote at any regular ‘Town Meeting.

PROPOSED ZONING ORDINANCE 
for the 
Town of Loudon, New Hampshire 


ARTICLE | 


| Preamble 
In order to promote the health, safety, morals, conveni- 


ence, and general welfare of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Loudon, New Hampshire, by securing safety from fire, 
panic, and other dangers, providing of adequate areas 
between buildings and various rights of way and other 
public requirements, and in pursuance of authority con- 
ferred by Chapter 31, Sections 60-89, New Hampshire Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, 1955, the following ordinance is 
hereby enacted by the voters of the said ‘Town of Loudon, 
New Hampshire, in official ‘Town Meeting convened. 


ARTICLE II 


Districts 
For the purpose of this ordinance the Town of Loudon 


is divided into two districts, a Residential - Agricultural 
District and a Recreational District. The Residential - 
Agricultural District shall include the entire town except 
those areas that are within the Recreational District. The 
Recreational District shall include the land area within 
five hundred (500) feet of the shore lines of Sanborn, 
Clough, Hothole, Crooked, and Rocky ponds where such 
land lies within the boundary lines of Loudon. 


ARTICLE Il 


General Regulations 
The following provisions shall apply to both districts: 


A. No land shall be used for a junk yard or dump, and 
no land shall be used for the storage of discarded ma- 
terials of any kind in a manner that is unsightly, dis- 
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orderly, noxious, or detrimental to the public, or 

prejudicial to general welfare except in the area known 

as the Town Dump. 

No provision in this ordinance shall be construed to 

prevent the selling of home products or the practic- 

ing of customary home occupations in any district. 

Sanitary Protection 

1. No privy, cesspool, septic tanks, or sewage disposal 
area shall be constructed or maintained less than 
75 feet from the edge of a public water body; from 
a well; or from a dwelling other than that to which 
it is appurtenant. 

2. All dwellings and sanitary systems shall be con- 
structed and maintained in accordance with stan- 
dards set and enforced by the New Hampshire 
State Department of Health and the New Hamp- 
shire Water Pollution Commission. 


ARTICLE IV 


Residential - Agricultural District 
The following provisions shall apply to the Residen- 
tial - Agricultural District: 
Minimum land area. No lot for any building shall be 
less than 25,000 square feet in area. Each lot shall have 
frontage on a public right of way of a minimum of 
100 feet. 
No building shall be closer to the edge of the right of 
way than 15 feet except where present buildings on 
either side of a lot are less than 15 feet from the edge 
of the right of way a building may be erected no 
closer than the average of the distance of the build- 
ings on either side from the edge of the public right 
of way. 
No building shall be erected nearer than 15 feet from 
a side lot line and no nearer than 10 feet from a rear 
lot line. 
No building shall be erected or used and no land shall 
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be used for commercial or industrial purposes except 
as herein provided. 

The Board of Adjustment shall approve the erection, 
alteration, relocation or use of a building or land for 
industrial or commercial purposes upon determina- 
tion that the proposed use will not cause unpleasant 
or harsh noises, odious fumes, or bright or flashing 
lights to reach abutting properties; that sufficient off- 
street parking and unloading space is allowed for 
anticipated demand by employees, customers, and 
service vehicles; that such use in such a location will 
not create a traffic hazard nor generate traffic beyond 
the capacity of the public highway to which it abuts. 
The Board of Adjustment may attach such conditions 
to a permit as it deems necessary for the preservation 
of the intent and spirit of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE V 


Recreational District 
The following provisions shall apply to the Recrea- 
tional District: 
Minimum land area. No lot for any building shall be 
less than 10,000 square feet in area. 
Each lot shall have a minimum width of 50 feet. 
No building shall be nearer to an edge of a right of 
way than 15 feet, except where present buildings on 
either side of a lot are less than 15 feet from an edge 
of a right of way a building may be erected no closer 
than the average of the distance of the buildings on 
either side from the edge of the right of way. 
No industrial use shall be permitted in this district. 


ARTICLE VI 


Building Regulations 
The following provisions shall apply to all buildings. 
No dwelling shall be erected or occupied as a perma- 


nent residence with a floor area of less than 500 square 
feet, outside measure, and no dwelling shall be erected 
or occupied as a seasonal residence with a floor area of 
less than 250 square feet, outside measure. 

B. All such buildings so erected shall be constructed in 
accordance with good building practices as to framing, 
foundations, siding, roofing and chimneys and as 
specified by the Board of Fire Underwriters. 

C. All electrical wiring shall conform with approved 
methods and practices for safety to life and property. 
Compliance with the National Code, as published by 
the National Board of Underwriters and regulations 
promulgated by the New Hampshire State Fire Mar- 
shal’s office, shall be prima facie evidence of such ap- 
proved methods and practices. 


ARTICLE VII 


Permits 

Upon adoption of this ordinance it shall be unlawful to 
erect any permanent building or alter the bulk of any 
building or permanently relocate any building in any dis- 
trict, without first obtaining a building permit from the 
Building Inspector. No permit shall be issued for the erec- 
tion, alteration or relocation of any building or for the 
use of any land which is not in conformance with this 
ordinance. This article shall not apply to buildings not 
used as dwelling places and costing less than One Thou- 
sand ($1000) dollars. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Nonconforming Uses and Buildings 
A. Any nonconforming use or building may continue in 
its present use or state, except that any nonconforming 
use or building may not be: 
1. Changed to another nonconforming use; 
2. Re-established after discontinuance or abandon- 
ment for one year; 
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3. Extended or enlarged; 
4. Rebuilt after damage exceeding 50% of its market 
value. 


ARTICLE IX 


Enforcement 

A. The Board of Selectmen shall annually designate one 
of their members as Building Inspector. Said Inspector 
shall have authority to issue or deny building permits 
under the terms of this ordinance. 

B. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen, and 
the Board is hereby given authority to enforce the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE X 


Board of Adjustment 

There shall be a Board of Adjustment, which shall be 
appointed in accordance with Chapter 31, Section 66 and 
67 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
1955, and shall have the powers and duties provided by 
said Chapter 31. Said board shall be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen within thirty days upon passage of 
this ordinance. 


ARTICLE XI 


Amendments 
This ordinance may be amended as provided by Chapter 
31, Sections 63 and 64, New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated, 1955. 


ARTICLE XIl 


Penalty 
Every person, persons, firm or corporation violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined not more 
than ten dollars upon conviction for each day such viola- 
tion may exist. 
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ARTICLE XiIll 


Saving Clause 
The invalidity of any provision of this ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other provision. 


ARTICLE XIV 
When Effective 


This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 


ARTICLE XV 


Definitions 
All terms used in this ordinance shall be held to have 
the meaning as herein defined unless otherwise indicated. 

A. Right of way means and includes all town, state, and 

federal highways and the land on either side of same 

_as covered by statute and legally accepted common 

usage. 
Lot means a parcel of land held in single ownership. 
Lot line means a line dividing one lot from another. 
Junk yard means any place used for the storage of or 
disposal of any old metals, bottles, cotton or woolen 
mill wastes, unfinished cloth, unfinished cotton or 
woolen mill yarns, old paper products, two or more 
unregistered vehicles which are unfit for use on high- 
ways, used parts and material, or motor vehicles and 
other second hand articles, the accumulation of which 
is detrimental or injurious to the neighborhood. 

E. Dump means any place used for the disposal of rub- 
bish, discarded food or other household or industrial 
waste products other than sewage. 

F. Customary home occupation shall mean but not be 
limited to the practicing of recognized professions, the 
manufacturing of craft or food products for sale, and 
the sale of articles manufactured, refinished, altered 
or repaired in the home, except that the number of 
persons employed at any one location shall not num- 
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ber more than four persons in addition to the owner 
or tenant. 

Home produce and products shall mean everything of 
an agricultural nature grown, produced or conditioned 
on the premises of the resident, also such articles 
which are manufactured or altered by members of the 
household of the bona fide resident of any property. 
Nonconforming use means any use of building, struc- 
ture or land which does not conform to the use regu- 
Jations of the District in which such use occurs and 
which was established prior to the enactment of this 
ordinance. 

Nonconforming building or structure means a build- 
ing or structure which in design, construction, or loca- 
tion on lot does not conform to the regulations of the 
district in which it is located and which was estab- 
lished prior to the enactment of this ordinance. 
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
